Nothing by the Change. 


Effective February 1 radical changes 
in the conduct of the affairs of the 
Southern Bell Telephone and Telegraph 
company will be made, along with va- 
rious promotions and transfers of offi- 
cials of the company. 

The new plan contemplates a cen- 
tralization of authority in the three 
newly created division general mana- 
gers of the Atlanta division, the south 
Georgia and Florida division and the 
North and South Carolina division. 
These general managers will handle all 
matters originating in their several 
territories and will report direct to 
First Vice President J. Epps Brown. 
Formerly the affairs of both the South- 
ern Bell and the Cumberland compa- 
nies have been handled through an or- 
eanization. of three departments, re- 
porting through general superintend- 
ents to Vice President and General 
Manager Brown. 

For some time past rumors have been 
afloat to the effect that the reorgani- 
zation would mean a smaller working 
force in Atlanta. This is not true. At- 
lanta is in no way affected by the 
change except in so far as the transfer 
of several individuals is concerned.

Holyoke’s son, Sydney Archibald 
Holyoke, of Milwaukee, instituted the 
present contest, alleging that the terms 
of the will were influenced by men 
named as executors. Sydney and his 
brother, Harry, were cut off with $100 
each. 

Holyoke’s estate, under the will, 
goes to two nieces in Bangor, Maine, 
except $84,000, willed to Bangor chari- 
ties.

FELDER DECLARES 
SPEER 1S UNF 
ACT AS JUDGE 


“And the Wonder Is the 
People Have Suffered So 
Long,” Says Georgia At- 
torney General. 


COLDING SAYS SPEER 
BROWBEAT WITNESSES 


Other Witnesses Assert the 
Federal Judge Conducted 
His Court in High-Hand- 
ed, Intolerant Manner. 


Savannah, Ga., January 28.—Sweep- 
ing charges that Federal Judge Speer, 
of the southern district of Georgia, 
repeatedly has conducted his court in 
a high-handed, arrogant, intolerant 
manner, and is unfit to preside as a 
judge, today were made by witnesses 
before the special congressional com- 
mittee which is conducting an investi- 
gation here into the official conduct 
of the accused jurist. 

Thomas S. Felder, attorney general 
of Georgia, who occupied the witness 
stand for the greater part of the day, 
was vigorous in his denunciation of 
Judge Speer’s methods of conducting 
court. 

“Judge Speer, in my opinion,” he said, 
“is unequivocally unsatisfactory as a 
judge, and the wonder is the people 
have suffered so long.” 

People Terrorized. 

Mr. Felder added that “Judge Speer 
had the surroundings of his court so 
arranged as to show him off to best 
advantage. The lawyers practicing 
there were the *king’s jesters.’ They 
were the butts for Judge Speer’s witti- 
cisms. Judge Speer knew how to 
take advantage of a situation and

usually did so. The people of Judge 
Speer’s district—not the evil-doers 
alone—stood in terrorof his court.” 

Mr. Felder’s testimony dealt at 
length with the W. A. Huff bankruptcy 
case, in which the witness represented 
Colonel Huff. He charged that Judge 
Speer had conducted this case in a 
grossly improper manner and had al- 
lowed excessive fees to officials whom 
he appointed te conduct the litigation. 
Mr. Felder corroborated the testimony 
of Colonel Huff before the committee 
at Macon Gast week, to the effect that 
Judge Speer allowed _approximately 
$90,000 of the proceeds of the sale of 
the Huff estate to remain without in- 
terest for several years in the bank of 
which Cecil Morgan, Judge Speer’s 
brother-in-law, is vice president. 

To Be Night Sessions. 

The investigation by the congression- 
al committee is expected to be conclud- 
ed here Saturday night. In order to 
expedite it @ hearing will be held to- 
morrow night, and probably Friday 
night also. Announcement to this ef- 
fect was made by Chairman Webb. 
The committee’s report will go to the 
general judiciary committee of the 
house within a week or ten days after 
the investigation is completed. 

W. W. Osborne, who was the leading 
counsel Green and Gaynor in that 
celebratet” case, will be the first wit- 
ness tomorrow. It is expected that 
his testimony will be the most inter- 
esting of the investigation. The pres- 
ence of such a large crowd at the hear- 
ing today was due to the fact that it 
was announced that Mr. Osborne would 
testify. 

Colonel Colding Testifies. 
Another witness today whose testi- 
mony was regarded as tmportant was 
Colonel R. L. Colding, member of the 
Savannah bar. Colonel Colding said 
that he frequently had seen Judge 
Speer treat with open contempt W. R. 
Leaken, formerly United States district 
attorney and later collector of the port 
here. The witness charged that Judge 
Speer often had browbeaten negro wit- 
nesses until their knees shook and 
their memories failed. 

A. .P. Wright, a Savannah attorney, 
charged that Judge Speer had been 
palpably unfair in not permitting cred- 
itors to effect a settlement in the Elec- 
tric Supply bankruptcy case, mention- 
ed yesterday in the testimony of W. V. 
Davis. , 

M. A. Baker, of Brunswick, Ga., tes- 
tified regarding details of the appoint- 
ment of A. H. Heyward, Judge Speer’s 
son-in-law, as receiver for his com- 
pany when it was forced into bank- 
ruptey. Judge Bolling Whitefield, also 
of Brunswick, furnished further de- 
tails relating to this case. Other wit- 
nesses today were William Garrard, of 
Savannah, and Judge John C. McDon- 
ald, of the Waycross city court. Mr. 
Garrard told of alleged irregularities 
on the part of Judge Speer in con- 
ducting admirality cases. Judge Mc- 
Donald’s testimony dealt with a peon- 
age case in which he charged that 
Judge Speer used his influence to have 
the defendants plead guilty. The hear- 
ing adjourned at 6 o’clock tonight. 

Estates Were Wasted. ’ 

Attorney General Felder told the 

committee that, in his opinion, bank- 
ruptcy estates were wasted in the 
judge’s courts. 
As an alleged specific instance in 
substantiation of this charge, Mr, Fel- 
der cited the W. A. Huff bankruptcy 
case. In this case, he stated, Judge 
Speer allowed fees aggregating $23,178, 
of which $10,000 had been disallowed 
by the United States circuit court of 
apeals, and $3,000 still is held up on 
account of an appeal to that court. 

The witness accused Judge Speer of 
having been invariably partisan and 
asserted that lawyers could know 
whether they would win or lose their 
cases by watching his countenance at 
the beginning of trials. 

“Our most distinguished lawyers,” 
said Mr. Felder, “never thought of g0- 
ing into Judge Speer’s court unless 
they engaged one of Judge Speer’s fa- 
vorites who could get his ear.”

Statement of Powell. 

According to Judge Powell, the 
solvency of the company will be deter- 
mined by the standing of the holders 
of the certificates. If the certificates 
are held to b> Habilities, the company 
will be insolvent, Judge Powell says. 

It is said that there are $2,000,600 of 
these certificates outstanding, while 
the company clams to have assets 
amounting to $3,000,000. 

Judge John W. Maddox, former rep- 
resentative in congftess from the sev- 
enth congressional district, is president 
of the company, having succeeded 
Charles R. Porter in that office about 
a year ago. 

At the time that the change !n man- 
agement was made the agency force 
which at that time had control of the 
insurance company, Were given income- 
bearing oertificates in exchange for 
their contract with the company. The 
general counsel for the company is 
G. E. Maddox, of Rome, son of Judge 
Maddox. 

“Nothing in Suit”—Maddox. 

Judge John W. Maddox, president of 
the company, was in Atlanta last night 
at the Piedmont hotel. When asked 
about the suit, he declared that there 
was nothing in it, and that an investi- 
gation would show the company to be 
solvent and in the very best of con- 
dition. 

“To begin with,” said the judge, 
“there are not $2,000,000 worth of these 
certificates. There are only about 
$1,300,000. 

“The changes were made under the 
direction of the comptroller general 
some time ago. These income-bearing 
certificates pay no interest, but it is 
provided that a dividend of 5 per cent 
be paid out of the expense fund if there 
should be any in 1915. 

“It has been the universal holding 
of the insurance department—and the 
statute provides the same thing—that 
these certificates are not liabilities. 
If the court should decide that they 
are, it would be overruling the depart- 
ment for years and the statute as 
well.’’

THAT PRICES SOAR 


January 82.—The general 
custom of women of demanding the 
most select grades of butter has caused 
the retailer to put prices up to a point 
not justified by wholesale prices, ac- 
| cording to a statement today by J. B. 

Mitchell, president of the Chicago but- 
| ter and egg board. “The actual diff er- 
ence between the most fancy grades 
and the next grades of good butter is 
so slight that the purcnaser frequently 
pays a 25 per cent increase in price 
for not more than 2 or 3 per cent im- 
provement in quality,” he said. 
| “The new tariff law has resulted in 
the importation of butter from foreign 
| countries. Because of the open win- 
| ter the fresh production of butter has 
| been unusually heavy, and today the 
fanciest grade of butter is sold by job- 
|! bers at 27% cents a pound, and it 
should go into consumption at not over 
. 32. cents. Then, there are large quan- 
tities of good table butter, both fresh 
and storage, not good enough to grade 
as ‘extra,’ but fine enough to grace any 
man’s table, that sells at wholesale at 
24 to 36 cents a pound, and which 
should retail at from.29 to 31 cents a 
pound. 

“If the housewife could get out of 
her expensive habit of asking for only 
the best, the retailer could sell the 
next grade below extra at from 2 to 4 
cents under what he would ask for 
the best and the consumer would be 
just as well satisfied.’

Mayor Woodward stated Wednesday 
afternoon that he has not swerved 
from his position relative to the sheet 
and the $5,000 Spring street fund, and 
Chairman Humphrey said that he ex- 
pected the sheet to go through just as 
it was adopted by the committee. 

“I am reliably informed that the 
county commssioners are now ready to 
put a crew of men to work on the 
street to open it from Fourteenth to 
Peachtree,”” Mayor Woodward _ § said 
Wednesday. “If the city gives $5,000 
to help the work along, the work of 
the county alone will be worth three 
times as much as the city has given, 
and if the $5,000 is taken away from 
the steet it will mean a great loss to 
the city and to the property owners. I

Dictator Gets Supplies From 
Japan--With Embargo Lift- 
ed, It Is Thought Rebels 
Would Soon Crush Huerta. 


Washington, January 28.—The ever- 
recurrent appeal of the Mexican con- 
stitutionalists that they be permitted 
to purchase arms in the United States 
on an even footing with the Huerta 
government soon may be granted. 
Though President Wilson and Secre- 
tary Bryan have reached no final de- 
termination, the Washington govern- 
ment today is strongly inclined to such 
a course as the next step in its Mexican 
policy. 

Inquiry among administration offi- 
cials today disclosed that virtually the 
entire cabinet, many members of the 
senate foreign relations committee and 
many leaders in congress generally are 
ready to support the president should 
he raise the embargo on arms by 
proclamation. 

The recent defalcation by the Huerta 
government of the interest on its 
bonds, the growing anxiety of Euro- 
pean nations about the financial af- 
fairs of Mexico and the declared inten- 
tion of the constitutionalists to carry 
the fighting into the thickly populated 
cities of central Mexico, are said to be 
underlying reasons for further devel- 
opments of the American policy, 
though no official would predict today 
when it would occur. 

Rebels at a Disadvantage. 

That the president is giving serious 
consideration to the question of arms 
is apparent not alone from the trend 
of his talk to the senate foreign rela- 
tions committee, but from evidence 
which daily has been coming to the 
Washington government of the disad- 
vantage to which a denial of arms has 
put the constitutionalists. The latter 
have argued that whatever might-be 
the sympathies of the United States to- 
ward the Mexican factions, they have 
by forbidding expértation of arms into 
México helped Huerta. | 

The chief argument placed before 
President Wilson now is that the 
Huerta government has experienced 
little difficulty in buying munitions of 
war in countries other than the United 
States, while the  constitutionalists 
have been cut off from their only ex- 
ternal source of supply—the American 
border—and that in this respect the 
American policy is one of partiality in- 
stead of neutrality. The reason for 
the president’s refusal of arms to both 
factions as stated in his address to 
congress last August, was a desire not 
to add to the bloodshed. 

Struggie Unduly Prolonged. 

Though there was no understanding 
with foreign governments about expor- 
tations of arms, the United States then 
hoped that the embargo on funds would 
be extended to munitions of war. The 
failure of this to materialize, and the 
persistent determination of the consti- 
tutionalists to obtain arms by the slow 
process of overcoming federal gar- 
risons has prolonged the struggle be- 
yond the expectations of the Washing- 
ton government. 

The view among officials that toe 
give arms to both sides on an equality 
would end the revobution quickly in 
favor of the constitutionalists, pro- 
ceeds from the belief that the latter 
have more men available for service 
and are financially better ablé to ob- 
tain supplies than is the Huerta re- 
gime. There is a feeling among the 
proponents of the plan, too, that the 
mere announcement of the Washing- 
ton government’s intention to raise the 
embargo would weaken the Huerta 
government throughout Mexico. 

Before finally passing on the ques- 
tion, it is believed the American gov- 
ernment would seek some assurancés 
that the lives and property of all for- 
eigners would be respected and that 
arms would not be permitted to fall

“In the peonage case of Chauncey, 
of Pulaski county,” testified Mr. Fel- 
der, “Judge Speer apparently sought 
to coerce my client into pleading guil- 
ty.. We had many character witnesses 
on hand, but Judge Speer would al- 
low only a few of them to testify. 

“In overruling my motion to direct 
a verdict for the defendant, Judge 
Speer dissertated on the sweetness of 
liberty, the American flag, etc., and 
at the end of his remarks he said in 
the presence of the jury ‘that if there 
ever was a case of peonage this is one.’ 

“Judge Speer took me to task be- 
fore the jury for using the word ‘nig- 
ger,’ and even threatened to strike 
my name from the list of attorneys au- 
thorized to practice in his court. All 
of this I belleve was done to influence 
the jury against my client,’’ the wit- 
ness added. 

The Pulaski Barbecue. 


Mr. Felder testified thse: the jury 
in this case acquitted his client and a 
few weeks later citizens of Pulaski 
county arranged to give a b ecue to 
celebrate the acquittal. “It was print- 
ed in the papers,” the witness added, 
“that the jurymen would be invited. 
Judge Speer caused a warning to the 
jurymen to be published that if they 
attended the barbecue they might be 
held in contempt of court.’ The bar- 
cue was not given, Mr. Felder said. 

Referring to another case tried be- 
fore Judge Speer the witness charged 
that the jury was not selected in ac- 
cordance with the law. Just before the 
trial of the case, Mr. Felder stated 
that he obtained a list of the jury- 
men and found that all were from Ma- 
con. “I immediately became suspic- 
fous,” added Mr. Felder, “because I 
realized that if the jury had been le- 
pally drawn ia open court by the judge 
rom the jury box all the jurors would 
not have come from Macon. I found 
that the jury in the case was selected 
by Marshal White from among the 
names o* the jury list.” 


Huff Bankruptcy Case. 


The witness testified that he was 
one of the attorneys in the W. A. Huff 
sansraptcy case, representing Colonel 
Huff. n this connection he said, “Aft- 
er holding an exparte hearing on 
creditors’ bills, the clceims of which!

“oo ag six years in the house, during 
which-he had seen the impeachment 
trial of Andrew Jahnson and taken 
part in the making of a most critical 
eriod of American history, he returned 
o Illinois, vowing never again to take 
office, only to become speaker of the 
legislature and later governor. At the 
Philadelphia convention he placed 
Grant into nomination for his second 
term, in which is said to be the short- 
est nominating speech ever delivered. 
It contained seventy-five words. 


His Career as U. 8. Senator. 


Cullom’s career as a United States 
senator began in 1883, when he re- 
signed as governor and was elected to 
succeed David Davis. His service in the 
senate chanrber was an unbroken one 
for thirty years—five 
other men, Senator Allison, of Iowa, 
and Senator Morrill, of Vermont. 

He entered the senate in 1883, a 
spry, active man of 54, he left it in 
1913 a fading, tottering man of 84, 
but with a brain still-bright and active. 
He used to tell @ story of how one day 
seeing Senator Vest, very old, feeble 
looking and dejected, he said to Sena- 
tor Morrill, who then was some 86: 
“Go over and cheer Vest up a bit,” 
whereat Morrill walked over and slap-

A PHANTOM OF FORTUNE. 


A communication, published elsewhere on 
this page, from H. H. Halladay, president of 
one of the largest and livest agricultural 
promotion enterprises in the south, is worth 
thinking about. Mr. Halladay believes there 
has been a barrel of gloom needlessly and 
injuriously spilled in this state about the 
prospective encroachments of the boll wee- 
vil. He believes that in justice to the pres- 
ent and future of Georgia, her farming and 
her financial interests, the time has come 
for a thorough understanding and for an 
intelligent show-down.

As it is now, we are committed to a policy 
that violates not only the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty, but equally every fundamental of in- 
‘ternational honor and obligation. Under our 
treaty with England and our compact with 
the world, we are irrevocably bound to ac- 
cord similar treatment to the vessels of 
other nations as we claim for our own mer- 
chantmen. We have ignored that pledge by 
exempting coastwise American vessels from 
tolls. Not only are we guilty of indefensible 
breach of faith in this, but also of stupidity, 
since we offer a further bonus on the indus- 
try that already enjoys the very highest 
form of protection in our denial of the right 
of competition by foreign shipping. Yet for 
our foreign shipping, which needs help, we 
do nothing. 

It is to be hoped congress, led by the 
president, will lose little time in wiping out 
what comes perilously near being national 
infamy.

TRIAL OF THE MARCHION- 
ESS OF DE BRINVILLIERS. 


The Marchioness de Brinvilliers was one 
of the greatest female criminals in the his- 
‘tory of the world. Occasionally in history 
we find persons who seem to have been 
born for a life of crime. ‘This French wo- 
man is a most conspicuous example. She 
seems to have been abnorraal from child- 
hood. Although married to a Marquis of Nor- 
mandy, she forsook her husband to associate 
with St. Croix and Exili, two prisoners, who 
were hardened criminals. 

The trio seem to have formed a part- 
nership to see how many lives they could 
destroy by means of the poison which they 
manufactured and for no apparent reason 
other than to see how it weuld work. In 
the year 1670 the father, sister and two 
brothers of the Marchioness were destroyed 
by poison. It was a strange chance that 
led to the discovery of the crime. In the 
work of distilling of poisons, St. Croix was 
obliged to wear a glass mask so that he 
should not inhale the dreadful fumes. 

One day the mask dropped to the floor 
and the man had a full breath of the vapors 
that instantly killed him. The government 
confiscated his effects and mwade the stupen- 
dous discovery of various packages of poi- 
son, each bearing a description of the effect 
it would produce before adaeath resulted, as 
well as many other evidences of crime. 

The Marchioness of Brinvilliers, realiz- 
ing what the discovery meant, escaped to 
England, but hearing that* the authorities 
had traces of her she took refuge in Liege, 
but she was found there ana taken to Paris. 
She was brought to the conciergerie at Paris 
where she was incarcerated. In her examin- 
ation that followed she clarmed to be entire- 
ly innocent. 

M. Nivelle, a celebrated advocate, drew 
a brief in her defense; and therein treated 
the question, “Whether a confession written 
by a person accused, and ordered to be re- 
vealed to a confessor, can be brought in 
evidence against him.” He claimed that it 
was St. Croix and not the Marchioness who 
had done the poisoning and that he had form- 
ed a design to make himself master of all 
the Brinvilliers riches. M. Nivelle laid a 
special stress upon the dying words of La 
Chausse, another of the confederates, who 
declared that St. Croix had said to him that 
the Marchioness was a stranger to their 
criminal practices. At her confessional she 
had accused herself to her priest of i:aving 
poisoned her father, her two brothers and 
had attempted to poison her sister. This con- 
fession M. Nivelle affirmed should have no 
weight in a court of justice, because the 
law, which imposes inviolable secrecy, as 
well on the confessor himself, as others who 
may accidentally come to the knowledge of 
a confession, whether delivered by voice or 
in writing, rendered it entirely useless to 
all the purposes of civil life. 

In spite of this the court judged that 
there was sufficient evidence for condemn- 
ing the accused, even abstracted from her 
confession. The chief reason why they so 
decided was that the Marchioness knew that 
she would inherit the estare of her father, 
her brother and her sister, and St. Croix 
reckoned upon the disposal of the inheritage 
of a woman who was abandoned to him by 
blind passion. 

Sufficient evidence had been produced at 
this trial to effect her condemnation. Ac- 
cordingly sentence was passed upon her to 
the following effect: 

“Whereas the court has found the Mar- 
chioness Brinvilliers duly attainted and con- 
victed of having been accessory to the pois- 
oning of her father, her two brothers and 
her sister, she is hereby condemned to be 
executed before the principal gate of the 
Church of Paris, where site shall be led in 
a cart, barefooted, a rope about her neck, 
with a burning torch in her hands of two- 
pound weight, and there upon her Knees de- 
clare that for wicked revenge, and in orde: 
to be possessed of their estates, she had 
caused poison to be given to her father, her 
two brothers and attemptea the life of her 
sister: whereof she repents, and asks pardon 
of God, the king and the judges; which done, 
ehe shall be carried in the same cart to the 
place of execution, there tO he beheaded up- 
on the scaffold, her body burnt, and her 
ashes scattered to the wind; after she har 
been put to the torture ondinary and extraor- 
dinary for the discovery of her accomplices.” 

The Marchioness, who had hitherto per- 
sisted in the denial of her crimes, thought 
fit to make a confession of them after the 
sentence was passed. In the whole course 
of the trial] not a word was mentioned of 
her husband though he was =~<still alive. 
Glazer, the apothecary, from whom St. Croix 
took his drugs, Was included in this indict- 
ment and found no small difficulty to get 
himself absolved.

‘| Alaska’s Transportation Problem. 


(From “Transportation 
ka,” by Captain James Gordon Steele, G 
E., in the American Review of Reviews 
for January.) 

Alaska has been slowly developing fo- 
sixteen years. Eight years ago the firs: 
steps in road construction werc ade. Th; 
first steps in railroad building were madu 
even earlier, but so far all have been un- 
successful, chiefly because the railroads 
could land freight only at their freight plat- 
forms and had no road feeders to distripnure 
their tonnage. No railroad can be successful 
without roads as branches or feeders any 
more than a tree can’ grow by its trun 
alone without branches and leaves, 

A railroad must have large tonnage and 
trunkline roads such as proposed for Alaska 
cannot hope to succeed except as they be- 
come arteries of trade supplying large areas. 
Such areas must extend some distance from 
the railroad line and terminals, and they 
can be made tributary thereto only by mean 
of branches. In a highlv developed country, 
the larger of these branches may be small 
railroads or even small systems, but the 
last connecting line between the railroad and 
its customers, the mine, the farm, and the 
factory, is a wagon or a truck. ! 

Great natural riches can make a country 
productive even without the assistance of 
roads, as Alaska proved before 190@ since 
that time the evidence of the value of the 
few existing roads has been demonstrated. 
and the necessity of completing the road 
systems has been made manifest. 

If left to itself Alaska will c@htinue ‘its 
slow rate of development, and Sy building 
its own roads and creating industries suf- 
ficient to warrant private enterpfise, it will, 
of all hindrance. By the construction orf 
of all hindrance. By the the construction of 
highways as the development of the country 
demands them, this period will be shortened 
to one-half. If, in conjunction with the high- 
way system, railroads are built, the period 
may be shortened to one-quarter, Certainly, 
however, the experience of Alaskan railroads 
already constructed is a strong indication 
that without road systems no rall- 
road need be expected either greatly to stim- 
ulate the development so much to be desired 
or to be anything but a financial failure 
itself.

“Fine business, crowding fourteen 
extra games into a smaller time than 
we had last season. That's what An- 
drews proposes to do and he will get 
every ball player in the league down 
on him if he puts it through. 

“With the organization of the Fed- 
erals, and their dickering for players 
in this league, if the magnates of the 
Southern league would offer them five 
and a half months of pier and salary, 
it would have a lot of weight in get- 
ting the men into line. 

“And Jif you glance at the list of men 
that | have signed up, you will see 
that I am not talking for the Atlanta 
club.

than any team in the league and will 
robably have every man in line be- 
ore very long.

PAY ITS OWN WAY 


Receipts Show That the 
Municipal Tribunal Will 
Be Self-Sustaining Within 
Three Months. 


Captain T. O. Miller, chief clerk of 
the new municipal court, gave out on 
Wednesday some interesting figures in 
support of the statement, made when 
the new court was established, that 
before six months had elapsed the tri- 
bunal would be self-supporting. 

According to Chief Clerk Miller's 
statement, the court will be self-sus- 
taining within three months. Already 
the receipts from Litigation pending 
alone have amounted to startling to- 
tals. 

The first week of the court, the 
clerks received an average of $57 per 
day from deposits. Each case docket- 
ed by the new court requires a fee 
varying from $1 to $2.50. 

The second week’s average daily re- 
ceipts were $81, while the third week's 
average daily receipts were $108. 

The daily average overhead and 
maintenance charges of the new court, 
which include clerk hire, rental, sup- 
plies, etc., are $140. It will be readily 
seen from the figures ‘hat Captain 
Miller’s prediction is not mere “con- 
versation.”’ 

“There have been but very few cases 
tried yet, comparatively speaking,” 
said Mr. Miller Wednesday. 

“The cost aceruing from the trial 
of these cases will, of course, greatly 
increase our revenue,” he added, “so 
that within at least three months we 
will be independent of county financial 
aid, we belleve.”’

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PETITION FOR RECEIVER. 


Liquidation Asked for Georgia 
Mortgage and Trust Co. 


R. L. Bowen and'R. C. Nesbitt, both 
stockholders, filed a petition through 
their attorneys on Wednesday, asking 
for a receiver for the Georgia Mort- 
gage and Trust company, of this city. 
Judge W. LD. Ellis issued a rule nisi 
and set January 31 as the date upon 
which the defendants should show 
cause why the business should not be 
liquidated and the affairs of the trust 
company wound up. 

The plaintiffs allege that the di- 
rectors of the Georgia Mortgage and 
Trust company are also directors of 
the Georgia Reality Trust company 
and that the directors have traded 
nearly all of the stock of the Georgia 
Mortgage and Trust company to the 
latter concern, without the consent or 
participation of the stockholders. The 
Georgia Realty Trust company was re- 
cently made defendants in a suit for 
receiver filed by stockholders in the 
concern who alleged mismanagement. 

The plaintiffs against the Georgia 
Mortgage and Trust company allege 
that the concern now has $45,000 in 
debts which are past due. It is fur- 
ther alleged that the trust company, 
unless a court of equity steps in and 
winds wp the affairs of the corporation, 
will soon be insolvent.

It was determined at the outset that 
no public hearings, other than those 
to be held by the house committees. 
would be necessary. 

An amendment proposed today would 
limit to a certain extent the publicity 
feature of the measure by prescribing 
particularly that no trade processes, 
list of customers or like trade. secrets 
submitted to the commission by cor- 
porations, should be made. As the 
bill stands now, all information con- 
cerning the business of corporations is 
required to be made a matter of pub- 
lic records. Another amendment will 
be proposed later to enlarge the w- 
ers and scope of the commission." 

Hearings Begin Today. 

Hearings before the house judiciary 
committee will begin tomorrow on the 
various bills proposed to supplement 
the Sherman act. Representative Clay- 
ton, the chairman, today asked Repre- 
sentative Stanley, of Kentucky; Henry, 
of Texas, democrats, and Lenroot, of 


Wisconsin, republican, who are not 
members of the committee, to appear 
at the hearing. All are particularly 
interested -in trust legislation, and 
will suggest amendments to perfect 
the bills tentatively drafted. 

Commissioner Davies, of the federal 
bureau Of corporations, who, under the 
Clayton interstate trade commission 
bill, would become chairman of the 
new board, and whose bureau would 
bé merged with the commission, has 
been asked by Representative Adam- 
son to appear before the interstate 
commerce commission Friday to dis- 
cuss the proposed commission and the 
regulation of railway securities. 

Suggestions by Untermyer. 

There was an informal conference to- 
day between Representative Clayton, 
of the judiciary committee, and Sam- 
uel Untermyer, of New York, regarding 
the three bills before the judiciary 
committee relating to amendments to 
the Sherman anti-trust law. Mr. Un- 
termyer had a number of ‘suggestions 
to make regarding the legislation to 
be framed by the committee. Repre- 
sentative Henry, who also has con- 
ferred with Mr. Untermyer, will dis- 
cuss with the judiciary committee his 
bill to amend the Sherman law by de- 
fining explicitly what constitutes mo 
nopoly or conspiracy in restraint of 
trade, providing prison terms for vio- 
lators and by adding an adaptation of 
a Texas law to provide that the Sher- 
man act shall not apply “to members 
of organizattions not for profit, and 
without capital stock, or to agricul- 
tural products or live stock, in the 
hands of the producer or raiser.” 

Representatives Stanley and Lenroot 
also have bills amending the Sherman 
law on the docket of the committee on 
which they will speak. 

Some opposition is developing to the 
Salaries proposed in the interstate 
trade commission bill, which would 
ive each of the five members of the 
committee $10,000 annually and th: 
secretary $5,200. An amendment also 
will be proposed to limit the member- 
emip of the commission to three mem- 
ers.
